Note: A remarkable set of chairs, apparently in their original needlepoint, 
dating from about 1755-60. The tapered leg is rare in Chippendale’s furniture, and 
is found only in the most expensive carved pieces of the period, drawings for several 
of which appear in his book, The Gentleman and Cabinet-Maker’s Directory. We 
can testify to the original condition of the frames, some of which we have been 
privileged to examine when stripped for cleaning; the carving is crisp and incisive 
in character, and the panel treatment of the ornament highly original in conception.
